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A MODEL LEAGUE 



OF THOSElHëhayho have dve.imcd, tho lale Prosidonl Wilson 
was one wnoT^vc his dvo.nms to the world .lud from one of 
them has arisen the League of Nations. Some say lliat he lived, 
in the world of his mind, somo twenly fivo yo.irs before liis time. 
Dreamers mostly do .<;oc a di.st.'>.nce ahead. Born of au academic 
and idealij>t mind the League of Nations challcugres, all students 
to be cogrnisant of its activities. Not .ilone of the findiuRS of the 
Council and Assembly but of the workings of the world com- 
mittee.';, of w^iich the International L.^bour Office is one, which 
are * direct outcome of its existence. 

The McGill League of Nations' Club lias been functioning 
at McGill for some years and has for its policy the study of inter- 
national questions. Being unaffiliated with any body "it is free 
to discuss any matter which may be of international import- 
ance, whether it has come before the League or not. In no way 
is it bound to be a propaganda agent of the larger body. 

a anadf L^ being external to Europe, has not been vit.ally in- 
terBCTeo'Tmni it had the honour to be elected to a seat on the 
Council. Not that its public men have not taken part in the 
affairs of the League, for Mr. George Washington Stevens was 
President of the Saar Commission for some years and M. 
iDandurand was President of the Assembly for a year. Even at 
the present time the average man, and student, does not know 
ths function of the League in the world. .~ li'Ll 

One of the strongest intercollegiate ties iri Great Britain is 
the British Universities' League of Nations Society. Until last 
year there was no organised action to bring the various univer- 
sities in Canada together on this subject. During July of* that 
year, in Ottawa, the first effort was sponsored and McGill was 
represented by Phil Foran, Convenor of the McGill League of 
Nations' Club, and Alec Edmison. Further development will 
continue along this line but at present in the various univèr- 
«ities there are not many clubs in existence. . \ » 

^ It has been mooted that a model 1/eague of Nations' ^As- 
sembly be sponsored in McGill early next year, probably Febru- 
ary. To it will be invited such of the Canadian universities as 
find it practicable to travel to attend and those universities 
■wWch .are only across the border in the United States, A similar 
^ô^embly was held in the Maritimes last spring, under the 
^a^pices of the universities there co-operating with certain col- 
leges in the New England states. 

There is no suggestion that the object of the League, or 
even of the model assemblies that are held, is to further any 
particular brand of politics. A survey of those who attend the 
Assemblies of the League will show that there is every shade of 
opinion from dictatorship to democracy. Situated as we are, lx)th 
nationally and provincially, there is a decided tendency for us to 
be of a mind that does not dream about world affair.s and unity. 
McGill students have an excellent opportunity, for someday 
they may be the leaders of Canada, to study the position of Can- 
ada in the society 6Î nations.

Spmc of these answers suggest that Premier Ramsay Mac- i 
JDpnald was anything from a railroad man to the English prime 
n^inister of Scotland, while William ii. Sitearer i.s accu.sed of 
.^ing everything from a murderer to an admiral in the United 
:l^^tes Navy, 

• Such answers as those given above would seem to indicate 
that the average college student is lacking in intelligence. Such, 
hpwever, is not the case. The real reason why many undei-- 
gt-atiuates appear .so ignorant of the prominent. men of today is 
tfieir failure to read the newspapers intelligenUy. From the great 
amount of news disseminated today it is sometimes difficult to 
p|ck out that whicli is of importance. It should be fairly easy, 
however, to remember those names which are often reijeated. 
Every college student, we believe, should Jtnow who Ra/jisay 
MacDonald is and what the name Benito iViussolini stands for in 

J Sqiiie "people may argue that it is not t)ic College man's job 
to keep track of all the personalities which greet us from the 
front pages of any newspaper. While we agj-ee with this insofar 
as we believe that undergraduates need not know what Gene 
îTunhey eats for breakfast or what Texas Guinan prefers in the 
way of hats, we still think that college men .sliould know for 
•;wrhat some of the prominent political and financial names stand. 
S^ch knowledge often comes in useful. 

To have a college education and not to be able to speak iii- 
^Ji|;ently on the affairs of the day is deplorable. College men 
fiaïé'ithe leaders of the future. As such they should be able to 
teach others not to learn from tlieni. By intelligent reading of 
newspapers and magazines much valuable knowledge may be 
gained*
